Students are divided into four groups for deportment ratings: GROUP 1 indicates aggressive, loyal, continuous cooperation 
with pupils, teachers and others in our school family; GROUP 2 indicates a fair degree of cooperation, not so aggressive, not 
so complete and continuous as Group L Weakness may be due to lack of self-control or to lack of impelling desire to cooperate; 
GROUP 3 indicates failure in cooperation because pupil is careless, thoughtless, influenced by his fellows or controlled by circum¬ 
stances ; GROUP 4 indicates failure in cooperation because pupil is reckless, selfish, wilful, or because he ignores rights of others*

Dear Kirby: 

Tour letter reached me this morning* I agree It is time we stopped to 
keep in touch with each other. Inclosed find copy of write-up prepared 
for newspaper at request of Mary B* Ikge, also a copy of father's last 
will and testament. 

3he insurance he refers to in connection with payment of his debts is a 
little policy for $2,900.00. As nearly ar I can ascertain at present, 
his funeral expenses and Just debts will run up to about $2,000*00. I 
can see about $230*00 of disputed items that time alone can tell whether 
or not they are to be paid. 

Cistern is in Shyette County 1 1^ miles from Fiatonia, and 135 miles 
west of Houston. The little country settlement is mostly Bohemians and 
Germans, nearly all Catholics, and lies 17 miles from Staithvllle, from 
where we secured undertaker and hearse. Winchester is 13 miles from 
Smithville, or 30 miles from Cistern. Father had gems to Cistern Ihe 
first of the year to try and get a good start and was living with hired 
men for chaffeur and cook In a big 6-room house, while Maty B* Page 
remained at home with 6 -room house all paid for on 5 acres of ground, 
in edge of town, to look after chickens, pigs, oat tie, yard, etc. 

It was heart trouble and hardening of the arteries that oaussd hie 
death although he had been weak and falling for some time. I was 
called to Paige, Texas, where he lived in Jan. 1929 when he almost 
died with Flu in the head. Bat he rallied. The last attack called 
me to CiBtem June 3 rd, I remained 3 ays, oalled in two doctors, and 
f 1 rally moved him to Flatonla Hospital in my automobile* He remained 
8 days, and insisted upon going home, where he seemed to get better for 
two weeks, and the last week he failed fast. When I was there kidneys 
had oca sod to function properly, used catheter, stomach would not 
ret/aln food,- heart was erratic, pulse was only 12 , or nil most of 
the time, he was out of his head large part of the time, and lived cm 
hypodermic 0 mostly. But after hospital sojourn, kidneys worked a 
little While, then clogged up again. He ate good breakfast on Monday 
morning, July 6 th, and died at noon in his right mind to the last 
minute, had been up on coomode made out of chair as he would not use 
a bedpan. While sitting up, exclaimed that he was dying, that he 
could feel its approach, and directed attention to the blueness of 
his hands. He was helped into bed and died a minute or two later, 
with little pain and struggle. They wired me at once, I left at 
4 P*M* was there at 7*25, reralned 35 minutes, then drove to Smith- 
vllle that night to select casket, wire you and others, phone Horma, 
and purchase same dry goods for Mery B* page. 
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I was took in Cistern by 10 o'clock, sat up till one o'clock, than 
rested till 5 : 30 , and tiro watches sat up during night. I went to 
Flatcnla In morning to secure permit for removal of body to Lott, 
preached funeral sermon at 3 o'clock, Tuesday afternoon, and had 
undertaker remove body to Smithville at 3 Tuesday, the 7til* 

We left Cistern at 5130 Wednesday morning, 5 In my car, picked up 
Has hearse at 6:13 In Smithvllle, and drove 13 s miles to Lott, there 
by noon, interment after 15 or 20 minute little service at the.grave, 
stopped to eat and visit with Cousin Ola Shadix, and husband, who 
had driven down from It lias for the funeral service. She yas Ola 
Spear, a grand-niece of Fathers who had lived with him sever i years. 
&t 2 o'clock we started back to Winchester, stopped at Giddinge for 
r groceries, then at SmithWille for ice, and on to Cistern, arriving 
at S:20 F*M. We ate supper with neighbor, remained until 10 o'clock, 

• -then home where -Mary B»-Page and I discus sad-affaire till midnight, 

The next morning we went through hie desk, auditing bills, and more 
conference as to her future. I left there at 11:45 Thursday morning 
and arrived home at 3:15 P.M* It was a hard, mean Jch, very trying 
in excessive heat and dusty roads and peculiar circumstances. We 
got to Lott before the people expected us, proceeded at once to burial 
place, and had 15 at the grace. About 60 were in the home for service 
at Cistern and Cousin Sydney Page's folks came up from Betville for 
the occasion. He la well-to-do rancher with a fine family and you 
would, like them. Father's own cousin, 1 believe* 

I invited Perry to accompany me but he refused, saying he could not 
gat away from work* It was a mere excuse as he had refused to be 
reconciled or connnnicate with Father, or even let me talk to him - 
about father. So mote it be. He.will have his regrets some day. 

Norma is recovering surely and completely, is able to hobble around 
a little without crutches. It was a narrow escape and only the grace 
of God spared her to us. The doctor and nurses were sure she would 
dif;Sft4^[ only held out for her recovery. 20 days and nigite at her 
bedi&o, with total of 4.6 hours sleep, and constant work and prayer 
of n^yself: and numerous .friends brought ths response end recovery* 

. jl havy had 5 .doctors with her and have done all I could to hasten 

and.insure her collate restoration, mentally and physically. She 
knew nothing for .week or .tea days but is O.K* every way now. Had 
planned to drive up tp Lufkin - for July 4th ^nd 5 til but she was not 
able to sake, the tjripj so we hopa to go In 3 or 4 weeks. Her case 
against insurance company is sat for week of July 2oth, we sued for 
$7,500*, but I fear they will [evade trial until October term of court. 
Win try to get- the case tried but things are not always what they 
seem,- in cases of-lawyers and courts. I am in sore need of cash as 
hsr- 5 months illness, -loss of time from business, and heavy expenses 
have stripped ms tp the last dollar. : I do not suppose you have any 
surplus whereby.you could lead mo $100* or $ 150 * for 30 or 60 days, 
until-l ean gat insurance:money, or lawsuit settled, or some funds 
out of my rapidly growing life,healt'& accident business? 

I weigh 165 now and am grateful to the Lord for his goodness and 
mercy despite all the trials and losses. I hope things are going 

good with you and yours. Norma joins in love and good wishes. We 
were glad to have Kirby, Jr., sorry he could not stay longer.

Dearest Almas 

I am back in the office for just a day after a most crowded 
ten days. Yesterday I spoke four times in Baltimore — in the morning 
to 400 Negro students at Morgan College, then twice at Johns Hopkins 
University and at an evening mass meeting in the city. The week 
before was crowded with engagements, beginning with three days at 
Hollins College, which is one of the best women*s colleges in the 
South. Before arriving the administration wrote me that I would 
be entirely free to say anything I desire. I had practically the 
entire student body for six consecutive addresses, and I think it was 
one of the most fruitful three days I have ever spent. Then I had 
a busy day at Greensboro, N.C,, speaking at North Carolina College 
for Women and two other meetings in the city, with a chapel at 
Guilford College. Next day I had 1800 students out for chapel at 
Duke University and spoke twice at the University of North Carolina, 

I was deeply impressed with the new buildings being erected in 
connection with Duke with the tobacco money. They are a beautiful 
pile of stone. One only hopes that it will not be used to per¬ 
petuate dogmatic reaction. 

On Saturday I spoke six times at North Carolina State College 
and to therainisters of the oity. I had luncheon with Josephus 
Daniels, former Secretary of the Navy, and he gave me interesting 
sidelights on the steps leading up to our war with Germany. On Sunday 
morning X preached in one of the Methodist churches of Raleigh 
bofore a varied congregation, including a college president, a 
professional baseball player, a bricklayer and almost every other 
profession imaginable, 

I then went to the airport and flew to Philadelphia whore I 
preached at a suburb in the evening. The flying was most enjoyable. 

It was a brilliantly clear day and there were no air pockets so 
there was no occasion to be air sick. We landed at Richmond, 
Washington and Baltimore enroute. The plane carried eighteen 
passengers with two pilots and two sets of engines so the chances 
for accident were reduced to a minimum.. If one engine goes dead 
they use the other; if one pilot has heart failure the other one 
carries on, I really enjoyed the trip. It was not as expensive 
as I anticipated, the fare being $26.00 from Raleigh to Philadelphia. 
The expense was taken care of by the Raleigh people. 

Today is the deadline for the November issue. We go to 
press at 5 P.M. and think this is going to be one of the most 
useful numbers. We are printing 100,000 copies for circulation at 
peace meetings all across the country. 
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Tonight I start on a tour which will keep me away from New York 
until November 14, I enclose herewith my itinerary which will enable 
you to keep tab on me, 

A wild idea struck mo a day or two ago, Why don*t you plan to 
drive to Chicago and spend ten days with me there, I arrive there 
on Sunday morning November 29 and will be in and around the city 
until Tuesday night, December 9, We could have a marvellous ten days 
together. Do you feel like driving and would you consider it wise? 

I think the trip would do you good and am all excited about the 
possibility of having these days with you. 

Perhaps Mother Murry could be induced to accompany you, I should 
be glad to employ some person to stay with Mr. Murry while she is away. 
It would do her worlds of good. Talk it over and let me know what you 
think of the idea, 

I still have a slight touch of hay fever but it is not at all 
serious and probably will pass away within a few days. Considering 
the speed at ■which I have been moving I really am first«*rate. 

The enclosed copy of a cablegram from Sherwood will let you see 
how serious the situation is in Manchuria, It just looks as if the 
whole world had gone raving crazy. But we must not lose our nerve; 
we must keep working vigorously for peace.

Grades are determined by combining the results of daily recitations and those of short tests, written or oral, and are based on a 
scale of 100. Regents ratings are in red The Regents passing grade in academic subjects studied for the required length of time 
is 65 per cent, and 75 per cent, for preliminary subjects, except that in spelling $0 per cent is required. 

Students are divided into four groups for deportment ratings: GROUP 1 indicates aggressive, loyal, continuous cooperation 
with pupils, teachers and others in our school family; .GROUP Z indicates a fair degree of cooperation, not so aggressive, not 
so complete and continuous as Group 1. Weakness may be due to lack of self-control or to lack of impelling desire to cooperate; 
GROUP 3 indicates failure in cooperation because pupil is careless, thoughtless, influenced by his fellows or controlled by circum¬ 
stances ; GROUP 4 indicates failure in cooperation because pupil is reckless, selfish, wilful, or because he ignores rights of others.
